I have not neglected the request made for a full set of the latest issue of the coins of 
Portugal, made in your letter of 29th May. 

No issue of gold coin has been made during the reign of Dom Carlos I, and I find it 
impossible to procure of the last issue any specimens worthy of being placed in the Cabinet of 
the Philadelphia Mint. However Seur. Da Cunha, Director of the Mint, has promised to furnish 
me with a complete series of the new gold coins as soon as minted, and in the meantime has 
supplied me with the silver issues of the present King. To these I can add by purchase the series 
of gold of Dom Luiz, if you wish them - but they will not prove an attractive addition to your 
present collection.
